$25 Monthly Pay 
Raise Asked for 
City Employes 


Emergency allowance of $25}, 
monthly for each of the 32 city 
employes, which would add $9600, 
annually to Upland’s budget, was. 
requested at the city council meet- 
ing last night. 

The council decided to ‘survey 
the employes’ needs and meet next 
Friday as a committee of the 
whole to consider the matter fur- 
ther. ‘ 

Members of the police and fire 
departments had appointed I. J. 
Linkey and Alfred A. Bolsta to 
bring the matter before the coun- 
ceil, =” 

City Clerk Ray C. Norton read 








questing the allowance and stat- 
ing public safety department 
members were unable to “make 
ends meet” at their present rate of 
compensation. 

Both were at the council meet- 
ing. Mr. Linkey said the-ave: 
salary is approximately $1 
monthly but that when income 
taxes and retirement payments 
are deducted, the net return is be- 
tween $158 and $162. He said 
most of the police and firemen are 
family men and that on the aver- 
age each has a wife and two chil- 
dren. For the most part, ‘the 
wives are housekeepers and are 
not employed at out of home oc- 
cupations. He added that the 
California Highway Patrol and the 
county deputy sheriffs are paid 
$25 monthly in wartime bonuses. 

Mr, Bolsta said the men are not 
asking basic pay increases but 
would like to have compensation 
to meet increased living costs. 
Salary increases during the past 
years, he said, gives the city em- 
ployes approximately the same 
net salary after deductions as that 
received in 1941, but living costs 
have gone up 28 per cent. 

Mr. Manley said salaries have 
been raised from 35 to 40 per cent 
in the last three years. 

Mayor Eugene. Nisbet..suggest- 
ed that if Consideration were 
given to paying emergency al- 
lowanoes.to public safety employ- 
es, the néeds of all other employes 
should be studied aiso. 

City Councilman Ray Sherwood 
said that when the $9000 was add- 
ed to the city budget for retire- 
ment pension payments, it was 
anticipated that request might be 
made by employes for salary in- 
creases to compensate them for 
the amounts deducted from their 
salaries. 

Councilman James E. Goodban 
recommended that the matter be 
given more study, pointing out 
that the budget has already been 
adopted and that the taxpayers 
point of view should also be con- 
sidered. Councilman Richard A. 
Ibanez estimated the additional 
expenditure would increase the 
tax rate 10 cents per $100 of pro- 
perty valuation. 





Narcotics Possession 
Brings Jail Sentence 





Pleading guilty before Judge 
Mildred R. Puckett in Upland city 
court Wednesday morning to the 
charge of possessing narcotics, 
Norman L. Grimm of Los Angeles 
was fined $500 and sentenced to 
serve 180 days in jail, the maxi- 
mum penalty. 

The fine was suspended and the 
jail sentence reduced to one half 
on condition he refrain form fur- 
ther use of narcotics and avoid as- 
sociation with juveniles. 

He was committed to the coun- 
ty jail to serve the 90 day term, 
and will receive medical care 
there, it was reported.

sase School Bus 
r Lemon Group 


Three new buses wiil be deliver- 
ed to the Chaffey schools this 
week-end and will be put in opera- 
tion next Monday, Dan B. Milli- 
ken, comptroller, told the district 
trustees at their meeting Tuesday 
evening. The school board will 
lease one old bus to the Upland 
Lemon Growers association to 
transport German prisoners of 
war for harvest work. 

The new buses will each have a 
capacity of 56 passengers, Mr. 
Milliken said. 

The old bus, which has been 
kept for emergencies and has not 
been in use for two years, may be 
taken back at any time if required 
under the lease agreement. The 
growers association will pay 10 
cents per e. rental and upkeep 
costs and effey will -maintgin 
the rubber. 

Warren Wass, president of the 
lemon growers association, de- 
clared citrus growers have had to 
make arrangements to employ 
German war prisoners because 
only 25 per cent of the quota of 
Mexican Nationals required have 
been obtained. He said 8000‘Mex- 
icans were alloted to citrus of 
which 6600 were for lemons, but 
that of the latter only 1600 have 
been assigned harvest work in this 
district. 

Mr. Wass said the elmon grow- 
ers’ driver will make two trips 
daily from the German prisoner of 
war location at Camp Ayers near 
Chino, totaling 70 miles per day 
transportation, which would re- 
turn Chaffey $7 daily for bus ren- 
tal. In addition, he said, the gov- 
ernment plans to locate 1000 Ger- 
man war prisoners on the county 
fair grounds at Pomona. 

Mr. Milliken said Chaffey has 
had considerable difficulty keep- 
ing the bus schedule in operation 
as machines break down and re- 
pair parts are sometimes unob- 
tainable and must be made in the 
shops. 

The school trustees under law 
are permitted to lease transporta- 
tion facilities to the military ser- 
vices or persons engaged in essen- 
tial agricultural work. 


Men Who Put Liberty 
Bonds to Work in 
1919 Are At It Again 


Albert J. De Meyere relates 
that in 1917 and 1918 he and 
Clyde C. Danner were both fore- 
men in Santa Ana bake shops 

‘and both invested: regularly in 
Liberty bonds. \ 

In 1919, he says, Mr. Danner 
used his bond. investment to 
open a bakery in Upland while 
at the same time Mr. De Meyere 
started a bakery in Santa 
Monica. 

In 1927 Mr. De Meyere came 
to Upland and has a citrus grove 
on Euclid Crescent while Mr. 
Danner still operates his bakery 
here. 

Yesterday afternoon. on the 
third anniversary, of United 
States’ entry into war, the two 
met again in the postoffice.

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More Buildings, 
Help Needed, 
Spring Declares 


Population growth in Upland, 
Ontario and Fontana is crowding 
Chaffey high school, necessitating 
additional buildings and more 
teachers, Gardiner W. Spring, 
president of Chaffey college and 
superintendent of Chaffey district 
schools, told the board of educa 
tion Tuesday evening. 

This year, he said, enrollment 
averages 2714 pupils per teacher, 
the highest since 1940. 

In acucemic studies, class at- 
tendance averages 30 and in nome 
making and shop the average is 
22. For better efficiency, he re- 
commended a maximum of 25 stu- 
dents in academic classes and 18 
in the shops. 

The new homemaking and art 
building will give some relief but 
will replace.an existing structure, 
he stated. 

“The time has come when we 
must again consider building,” he 
declared. 

Upland and Ontario groups 
have requested opening a student 
center on the Chaffey campus for 
students afternoons and evenings, 
and the establishment of such 
center is now under consideration, 
he said. 

To obtain maximum use of the 
cafeteria, Mr. Spring said that 
starting Wednesday, meals are 
being served in two periods. 
Freshmen and sophomores go to 
their lunches first while the jun- 
iors and seniors continue in their 
classes, and students of the two 
latter grades eat during the sec- 
ond lunch peribd. The cafeteria 
has a capacity of 500, but does not 
have the personnel to feed that 
many in a limited time.

The request, made in letter form 
by George A. Brown, manager of 
the state institution, said many 
blind war veterans will be return- 
ing to this country soon and will 
add to the workshop’s stock of 
merchandise. In the meantime, 
the blind workers have been mak- 
ing pillow cases and mess bags for 
‘army and navy use but those con- 
tracts have been filled and the 
demand is lessening constantly. 

Mr. ‘Brown said the goods would 
be sold at domestic market prices 
in order not to compete with re- 
tail establishments unfairly.

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15 to 20 Million German Prisoners of War 
pene Rebuild Devastated Europe, Forum Told

ceeupied nations of Europe are liberated from Nazi rule and 


political patterns will be determined by the peoples themselves 
if they are not left-in despair, Dr. Richard Struna declared at 
the fourth community forum in Chaffey civie auditorium Wed- 


nesday evening. 
‘The United States will come ‘out 
of the war as the world’s domin- 
ant power with the largest fleet 
and the largest air force, but Rus- 
sia, the world’s No. 2 power, will 
ke influential in Europe. 
WILL WORK PRISONERS 
Germans will not be extermin- 
ated, but Stalin will take 10,000,- 
000 Nazi soldiers to reconstruct 
devastated Soviet lands while 
other Allied nations will take an 
additional five to 10 million war 
Leer and put them to work 
restcring property loss caused by 
Hitler and his assocjates. 
Russia will not spread commun- 
ism or interfere in the internal af. 
fairs of liberated European nfa- 
tions but will insist upon friendly 
neighbors free of Naziism, Fas- 
cism or reactionary policies. 
Latvia, Lithuania and Fstonia 
will be within the Soviet borders 
but will have self government. 
The Polish border will be at the 
Curzon line and Poland will be 
reimbursed with East Prussian 
territory. Russia is now cooper- 
ating with Finland, Czechos}o- 
vakia and Rumania. Russia’s 
fluence in eastern Europe and 
Near East will be tremendous and 
nations in those belts will likely 
want military alliances or non- 
aggression pacts with the Soviet 
Union. 
However, Dr. Struna said he did 
not believe many of those nations 
would be communistic, although 
some might vote that way if bal- 
loting were conducted today. 


RUSSIA FOLLOWING U.S.A. 

Russia, meanwhile, today en- 
joys a degree of freedom attained 
by the United States 150 years 
ago and is fcllowing in the foot- 
steps of this country toward 
greater personal liberty. 

He said communism’ has noth- 
ing to offer the people of the 
United States and there is very 
little sympathy for it here. Anti- 
communistic propaganda is gener- 
ated largely by Fascist groups, he 
stated. 

If Stalin should die, he said, 
Foreign Minister Molotov would 
assume leadership of the Soviet 
Union and continue present poli- 
cies. 

Franco is still cooperating with 
Hitler, he said, and the Fascist 
Spanish government will fall with 
Hitler. Greece is not communis- 
tic, but 1000 persons died daily of 
starvation during Nazi occupation 
and disturbances today are the 
outgrowth of a hunger economy. 
He thought Greece will be a de- 
mocracy, eventually. 

Dr. Struna said that United 
States, Russia and Great Britain, 
in accord with one another, can 
keep peace in the world.

Upland Police Costs 
$37,822 in 1942-43 


Payments for protection to per. 





.sons and property in the city of 


Upland totalled $37,822 for 1942- 
43, up 35 per cent from the $27,955 
for 1940-41, the year before the U. 
S. entered the war, California Tax- 
payers’ association stated today, 
making public its study of pay- 
ments for protection in the 109 lar- 
ger California cities. Data for 
1942-43 are the latest available on 
a Statewide basis. The 109 cities 
include all over 5,000 population ‘at 
the 1940 census. ‘ 

For the 109 cities studied, ex- 
penditures for protection to per- 
sons and property are up 14 per 
cent, when the $35,702,198 total 
for 1942-43 is compared with the 
$31,199,182 total for 1940-41. All 
but thirteen of the 109 larger cit- 
ies showed increased payments for 
protection. 
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In each of the past seven years 
the cost of operating the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange has 
been less than six cents per packed 
box.
